Engdahl Delays.Proceedings 


Proceedings were halted for a time 


today in the trii.1 of Congressman- 
elect Victor Berger and four other 
socialist leaders charged with con- 
spiracyMn violation of the espionage 
law, when it was discovered that one 
of the defendants, J. Louis Engdahl, 
was not in court. 


Engdahl arrived a few .minutes 


late and was called to. the bar by 
Judge Landis. 
He explained that 


his failure to appear was through a 
misunderstanding. 
The court rep- 


rimanded him and remarked: "I hope 
it will not be necessary to adopt se- 
vere measures to insures the presence 
of the defendants, but11 have a way 
to prevent absence." 
' Sol Wick, an insurance brokar, 
called to the panel, in place of J.. P. 
Strickland, real estate man peremp- 
torily challenged by the defense, was 
questio- °d by Attorney William A. 
Cunriea^counsel for the defendants. 


The prospective juror declared his 


belief in the constitution of the Unit- 
ed States and said he would not be 
prejudiced -against any defendant 
who conscientiously objected to the 
entry of this country in the war or 
who advocated the withdrawal of the 
United States from -the war. He 
also said he would have to be con- 
vinced of the guilt of the defendants 
beyond a reasonable doubt before he 
would return a verdict of guilty. 


Barber Is Examined 


Roy F. Barnes, .a barber, examined 


yesterday, who said he. would not be 
siased. against persons who agitat- 
ed against.the war, provided they 
kept "within the law," was peremp- 
torily ' challenged by the defense. 
His seat was taken by James Cun- 
nir.gham of Harvard, who said, he 
would -have a little prejudice against

on the subject for the war'cabinet. 


"America has rendered brilliant 


service in the cause of civilization,' 
Sir Freaerfck said, "and Great Brit- 
ain is'bound to approach the confer- 
ence with "a determination to concede 
•everything possible to American sen- 
timent and American views, having 
regard for national security and ex- 
istence of the empire. 
"America- must remember that the 


seas are free to everyone in peace 
time and that to none has that free- 
dom been denied. 
In time of war, 


however, one might as well talk of 
the'freedom of the land as of the 
seas.. 
Imagine Belgium, northern 


France' or Serbia talking about free- 
dom of the-land. 
The moment-war 


arises as great coercive and primeval 
forces assert themselves and the 
reign of law is abandoned for the 
assertion 
of' naval' and military 


forces.. 
Belligerents 
during the 


war had a right tp carry on war. 
Neutrals had the right to carry on 
trade. But if there was a collision 
between the right of belligerent to 
put restraint upon the enemy and the 
right of neutrals to carry on trade, 
the subordinate right of the neutrals 
had to" give way to the imperious 
primary right of the belligerent: 
"It has been recognized for more 


than three centuries that a nation 
which is supreme is as much entitled 
to impose it's will maritimely on in- 
ferior enemies by blockade as a na- 
tion stronger on land is. able to im- 
pose its will militarily on a weaker 
nation.

wo agents for the brotherhood of 
metal workers in New York, Samuel 
Schollard and J. E. Hall, had begun 
a movement to^ttop the shipment of 
monitions to the allies. Schollard 
was afterward indited in the Indus- 
trial Workers of the World trial at 
Chicago. 


Bielaski testified that Germany 


spent mo;re than $7,500,000 for the 
dissemination of propaganda in this 
cot<ntry. 


The money was obtained largely 


through the salo of German treasury 
notes in this country, Bielaski said. 
Evidence obtained by the depart- 
ment of justice shows that the funds 
of the German embassy amounted to 
827,850,000. Biolaski was asked by 
Senator Overman to put in the hear- 
ing an account of the activities of 
Bolo Pasha, executed in France as a 
spy, while ho was in this country. 


Bolo Brought by Hearst.
